A. A Globe being put into an Oblique Pofition 
will give you a better Idea of this Matter than any 
Defcription of ours, Norwithftanding if you con- 
fider that as the North Pole is Elevated ro us, the 
Equator muft be as much depreffed, and thar rhe 
Sun in it's Diurnal Motion keeps always nearly 
parallel co the Plain of the AEquator, it cannot be 
D.fficult for you to concieve, that the Sun will all- 
Ways appear to us more Northward at the Hori- 
zonthan at the Meiidian To thofe that are un- 
der the Equator (by Reafon of the Right Pofition 
of the Sphere) the Amplitude and Declination ot 
the Sun will be always the iame. Woereas to the 
Inhabitants of the Poles the Sun wi!l appear to go 
gure round the Horizon. A very little Know- 
ledg of the Globes will enable you to Conceive all 
the Varicties of this Kind. 

Q. Gentiemen, I fhould think my felf very much 
Oblig’d if you wou'd Inform me from whense the lnregu- 
larity of the Motions of the Tide w fuppofed to proceed. 
For farther than Suppofition I wih not go, ina matter 
of fo Nice and fo Oif-ure a Nature, and upon which 
{i many Ancient ana Great Philofophers bave fo pro- 
mifcuoufly dnd in fo different manners deliver d their 
Sentiments. Tne lrregularity of the Tide % a matter 
beyond dijpute ; fir we Read that the Sea never Ebbs 
mor Flows in all the Coajts of Italy, nor almojt in all 
the Mediterranean Sea, except at Venice, in fome 
Places but for fonse perticular Hours, as at Bourdeaux, 

Ulney and the Barders of Cambay, 1% fime only in 
the Day time, «s about the Artique Pole in others 
only in the Night, as inthe Perfian-Sea ; in others one 
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ly at full Moon, as at Calecur, &e. Thefe Incon- 
fancies are fupp fed by fome to be influenced from the 
Coercive Power, the Moon has over tbe Sea. Many 
more Reafons there are, but yet riot fo SatufaGory bue 
that your Opinion would be bighly acceptable as well as 
agreeable to your's, &c. 

A, The great Piinciple of mutual Gravitation 
which is fhewn to be between ali the Bodies of rhe 
Univerie, do’s account fo well for ail the Pheno. 
mena of the ux aud Reflux of rhe Sea, thar we 
think there can be no longer Doubr but that this 
m: ft be the rrne Reafon ot them. ‘Were there no 
other Bodies in che World but our Barth, or if the 
Earth were placed atiuch a diftance from orher 
Bodies that they cou'd have no Senfible Influence 
upon it, the Oczan woud undoubredly concinae in 
perfect Reft, becaufe all the Parcs of it wou'd be 
e{pecially preffed by the Force of Gravity towords 
the Centers Burt ic being Gemonttiatively cerrain 
that boil the Sun ant Moen have in them a Piins 
ciple Gravitation as well as the Earth, which will 
atteci all Eodies within the Sphere of their Activi- 
ty, within which tiie Earth is proved to be; it fol- 
lows that the Force of Gravity in our Earth will 
be fomewha: ditturbed thereby, efpecially with re- 
gard to {uch Bodies as are Fluid, becaufe they foon- 
eft give way to the Impreffion of any new Force: 
If then the whole Earch were Covered over with 
a deep Fluid, the Force of the Earth’s Gravity be- 
ing moft diminifhed in thofe Parts to which the 
Sun or Moon is Vertical, the Ocean coud no 
longer retain its natural Spherical Figure, bur the 
Moon's Attraét:on wou'd draw it up into an Oval : 
Form, becaufe there wou'd be a Tendency of the 
Fluid on every fide towards the Zenith and Nadir 
Points 3; and this Tendency or Swelling of the O- 
cean wou'd accompany the Moon in her Diurnal 
Motion round the Earth, and fo caufe two Fioods 
and Ebbs regularly every Day over the whole 
Globe. Upon this Suppofition, all the Varieties 
that wou'd be in the Tide wou’d depend upon the 
Moen’s different Diftances from the Earth, it’s ac« 
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cefs to and Recefs from the Equinoctial, and irs 
various Afpects in Relpect to the Sun which has 
alfo fome but not fo confiderable a thare in the 
Caule of this Phenomenon, Bur if inftead of the 
Globe being Covered all Over with a teep Fluid, 
we confider it, as it really is; of a broken and moft 
Irregular Superfictes; tHe Vdriots Wihdings of 
Shoars, rie Obftructions caufed by Iflands, the 
Diftance of Places from the Courle of the Moon, 
the Oppofition of Tides one meeting anorher, the 
various Winds, and different Breadth of the Chan- 
nel by which the Tide Flows, it may be eafily con- 
ceived, there will be fuch a Diverfity of this effect 
as cannot be accounted for withoar an exact 
Knowledg of thefe Circumftances. Bur this woud 
require a greater Perfection ot Geography than we 
can well hope for, and a particuiar So.ution of a}l 
the Irregularities of this Kind wou'd be the Sub 
ject of a large Volume, tho’ when all Ciicum 
{tances are duly confidered they may be very ealy 
Conlequences of this Theory. For Inftance, one 
gencral Reafon may be Affigned why there «re fe 
veral Seas as the Mediterranean, Cafptan, Euxine, 
Riltick, &c. that are cbierved to have no fenfible 
Flux ar all; and chat is, becaufe -chey have very 
litle Communica‘ion withthe Main Ocean, to as co 
be affeéted with it’s Motion, and are of fo large an 
Extent, fo Diftanc from the Moon’s Courfe, and 
their Sicuati_n contrary to the Point ro which the 
Sea is carried, by which means the Moon kas but 
little Influence upon them, unlefs it be in {uch Piaces 
of them as are long, ftraight and in a right Situati- 
on, as in the Gulpb of Venice, in which 2 Fiux and 
Reflux is perceptibie, tho’ no where eife in the 
Mediterrancan- Sea,
